Amazing curt* effected in cases 
of spinal meningitis—which killed 
hundreds in World war camps— 
were described at the third region 
meeting of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics. 
Since sulfanilamide first was used 
prominently five years ago. it and 
other sulfa derivatives have brought 
about recoveries in BO per cent of 
certain types of meningitis cases, 
Dr. Benjamin W. Carey of Pearl 
River, N. Y„ declared. Before these 
drugs were used there was a mor­ 
tality rate of nearly 50 per cent in 
such cases. 
"Under present circumstances we 
may have to deal with epidemics 
and the sulfa drugs will be ex­ 
ceedingly 
helpful,

training camps," observed Dr. Cur­ 
tis F. Garvin, associate professor of 
medicine at Western Reserve uni­ 
versity.

FEDERAL AUTO USE STAMP

The front of the stamp Is gummed and on 
the reverse side is space for the make, model, 
engine number and state tag number. Cars 
operated on the highways on or after July I 
which lack the stamps will be subject to 
seizure. 
It is said that the law requiring the auto 
use stamp will be rigorously enforced this 
year. 


JAPANESE CHIVALRY 
Warfare, of course, can never be really 
“civilized.” and yet nations that are civilized 
in their hearts and their ordinary procedures 
usually manage to preserve a reasonable de­ 
gree of chivalry in war time. They obey rules 
that have been laid down by international 
agreement, to mitigate the horrors of war as 
much as possible. They try to treat prisoners 
humanely. They cooperate readily in the ex­ 
change of prisoners, and in efforts made by 
the friends of prisoners to alleviate their dis­ 
comforts. 
It is hai-d, however, to do anything for 
American prisoners in the hands of the Japa­ 
nese. The captors do seem to have stopped 
the barbarous treatment inflicted on some of 
the first prisoners captured in the Pacific 
war, which were so hideous as to shock the 
world. But they still make it as hard as pos­ 
sible for the families and friends of their 
prisoners to send them cigarettes, chocolate 
and other small comforts—which are great 
to the captives. 
Thus the San Francisco Press Club and 
also the Red Cross have Ixx’n steadily foiled 
in their efforts, by shallow pretexts on the 
part of the Japanese at Shanghai, Hong 
Kong, in Japan and the Philippines. Even 
Red Cross medical supplies are held up. 
For all this malevolence Japan will pay in 
the long run.

Many lives are now boing saved because of the 
use of the gastroscope which enables the physician 
to see the lining of the stomach.

cer, can Im* learned with the help of a history of 
the symptoms present and a good X-ray examina­ 
tion. If. let us say, a man has hunger, pain, and the 
X-ray physician sees an ulcer, the chances are that 
this is all that is the matter with him and one hard­ 
ly needs to go ahead and use the gastroscope on 
him. But if a man of sixty who has always had a 
perfect digestion suddenly gets symptoms suggest­ 
ing an ulcer, or if he has bleeding from the stom­ 
ach. and the X rays cannot see any sign of ulcer or 
cancer, he should be promptly gastroscoped. If this 
were done in all such cases, there would be fewer 
deaths from cancer of the stomach due to being left 
too long tM’fore operation. In some puzzling eases a 
definite cancer or a suspicious looking ulcer or 
bleeding point can be seen.” 
The fact that the physician, despite X-ray find­ 
ings which apparently show no cancer present, can 
go one step farther in his search for the cause of 
the symptoms by the use of the gastroscope is grati­ 
fying to him and comforting to the family of the 
patient. 
The thought, then. Is as Dr. Alvarez points out, 
all questionable stomach disturbances which are 
under medical treatment should be looked at every 
few weeks with the gastroscope until they are en­ 
tirely healed, and even then it may be well to look 
in again every month or two. 
The discovery and use of the gastroscope, be­ 
cause it reveals cancer in its early stages, and early 
stomach cancer is easy to cure, means the saving 
of many useful lives. Stomach cancer in its late 
stages is seldom cured.

As Wartime Resource 
The sugar beet is making its de­ 
but as the most popular plant of 
the year. 
When in 1917 the United 
States entered World War I, the an­ 
nual production of beet sugar was 
approximately 850,000 tons.

intervening years production has 
more than doubled, reaching a peak 
of 1.890,000 tons in 1940. 
Toaay 
there are 100,000 farmers growing 
beets for sugar on 1,000,000 acres of 
fertile land in 19 states. The num­ 
ber of field workers employed is 
about 150,000. 
Tens of thousands 
are also employed in factories and 
offices of the industry, which today 
is more necessary than ever, be­ 
cause it must furnish us w’ith need­ 
ed sugar supplies. 
Sugar is not a luxury, but a ne­ 
cessity for a balanced diet. 
To­ 
gether with starch, it is the most 
important member of th* carbohy­ 
drate group. 
It is the fuel of the 
body, supplying both heat and ener­ 
gy. Its value in providing added en­ 
ergy when necessary, has long been 
recognized by athletes and army of­ 
ficials. Sugar rates high on a com­ 
parative scale of food values for its 
supply of energy and its digesti­ 
bility.

Adequate food seems to have quite 
a bit to do with the gray hair 
problem, according to nutrition re­ 
search worker*.

•’Pantothenic acid,” said nutrition­ 
ists from the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture, “will prevent 
black hair from turning gray, aa 
well as cure graying, but only to 
th* salt-and-pepper stage. Because 
pantothenic acid does not prevent 
the salt-and-pepper effect, black rats 
develop a reddish-brown coat of 
hair as they grow older."

Assembly is the big part of tht 
job, but not the whole job. 
T en af Plate Needed. 
Generators and turbines must be 
built. Giant shafts must be turned. 
Propellers must be forged and ma­ 
chined. Tons of plate must be cut, 
scarfed and planed.

work is done in machine shops, 
some in the shipyard itself, aome 
outside.

Urgent Need That Consum­ 
ers Help Protect Supplies I 


Albany, 
June 
29—Consumers 
are not fully awake to the critical 
part that rubber tires play in 
making daily food supplies avail­ 
able to them, according to a fed­ 
eral-state report issued from the 
New York State Departm ent of 
Agriculture and M arkets. About 
98 per cent of the commercial 
milk produced by means of motor 
vehicles, and a large proportion 
of the milk and its products moves 
from the plants to the wholesale 
and retail outlets and 
to

homes of consumers on rubber. 
The

York-New 
Jersey 
Metropolitan area which draws its 
milk supplies from several hun­ 
dred miles, received 64 per cent o( 
its fresh milk supplies and 39 per 
cent of its cream by truck in 1941. 
In the Philadelphia m arket, 84 per 
cent of the milk and 53 per cent of 
the cream arrived by truck, while 
in Boston 40 per cent of the milk 
and 16 per cent of the cream came 
to the city by this method. CtllM 
which are close to their source of 
milk supply usually receive nearly 
all of their daily milk and cream 
needs by truck.
